PROGRESS  IN  HOBART 

Shortly  after  Hobart  was  incorporated  as  a  town  in  1847,  the  1850  federal  census  listed  the  population  of  all  of 
Hobart  Township  as  240  with  48  families  and  26  children  attending  school 


According  to  the  most  recent  federal  census,  Hobart  Township  includes  38,942  with  24,440  living  within 
Hobart  City  (including  the  Ross  Township  residents  annexed  in  1993). 

Hobart  Township  included  38,942  residents  in  1990  with  14,026  households  and  6,499  students  enrolled  in 
Hobart,  Lake  Station  and  River  Forest  Schools. 

In  1889,  Carrie  Banks  was  the  first  and  lone  Hobart  High  School  graduate.  There  were  267  Hobart  High  School 
graduates  this  year  plus  those  Hobart  students  graduating  from  River  Forest  and  Merrillville  (Ross  Township) 
High  Schools. 

Additional  historical  information  can  be  found  throughout  this  annual  Sesquicentennial  Souvenir  booklet 
published  by  the  Hobart  Chamber  of  Commerce  since  1983 
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THEIR  OWN  PARADE  -  For  several  years,  the  City  Improvement 
Committee  has  sponsored  a  Kid's  July  4th  parade  which  is  as  popular 
with  parents  as  the  kids  who  are  kept  occupied  decorating  and  getting 
ready  for  the  event.  This  year,  it  will  be  held  on  July  1. 


FIRST  TOWN  BOARD  Until  1889  when  Hobart 
was  incorporated  as  a  town,  the  community  was  under 
the  jurisdiction  of  the  Township  Trustee,  the  Justice  of 
the  Peace  and  the  Constable. 

In  January,  1889,  the  first  officials  elected  to  govern 
the  new  town  were  Trustees  Seward  Lightner,  William 
Scholler  and  William  B.  Owen;  Clerk-Treasurer  Louis 
Passow;  and  Town  Marshal  F.  C.  Stevens.  Owen  was 
elected  president  by  the  board. 

First  ordinances  passed  by  the  board  on  January  28, 
1889: 

ORDINANCE  #3  established  a  tax  of  SI  on  owners  of 
each  male  dog  and  S2  on  owners  of  each  female  dog. 
ORDINANCE  #4  set  a  tax  on  liquor  saloons  of  $50  a 
year.  (That  was  repealed  by  Ordinance  21  that  summer). 
ORDINANCE  #5  "To  prevent  fast  driving  or  riding"  set 
a  fine  of  Si  to  $5  for  anyone  riding  or  driving  through 
Hobart  streets  more  than  six  miles  an  hour;  and  a  S5 
fine  for  anyone  driving  over  a  bridge  faster  than  a  walk. 
(The  latter  was  later  amended  to  a  $1  fine). 
ORDINANCE  #6  set  a  fine  of  SI  for  a  first  offense  of 
shooting  fire  arms  within  the  town  on  Sunday,  and  S5 
for  each  additional  offense. 

ORDINANCE  #7  set  a  fine  of  from  SI  to  $5  for  anyone 
with  a  revolver,  slingshot  or  "other  deadly  weapon"  on 
their  person. 

ORDINANCE  #8  set  a  fine  of  $1  to  $20  for  each  and 
every  offense  of  being  drunk  or  disorderly. 
ORDINANCE  #9  set  a  fine  of  S5  to  $20  to  liquor  saloons 
open  between  2  a.m.  and  5  a  m.  (On  Feb.  5,  1889, 
Ordinance  14  revised  the  time  to  between  11  p.m.  and 
5  a.m.). 

ORDINANCE  #  10  set  fines  of  $5  to  $20  for  liquor  saloons 
opened  on  Sundays,  holidays  or  election  days. 
ORDINANCE  #11  set  the  marshal's  salary  at  $100  per 
year.

POST  OFFICE  MURAL 

Hobart  was  one  of  37  Indiana  communities  to  have  a  post  office 
mural  painted  in  1934  by  artists  paid  by  a  SI. 04  million  fund 
from  the  Public  Works  of  Art.  There  were  4,000  unemployed 
artists  hired  with  90%  of  the  funds  going  directly  to  those  artists 
between  December  8,  1933  and  June  30,  1934. 

The  Hobart  scene,  painted  by  William  Dolwick,  depicts 
(from  left)  the  general  store  and  post  office,  art  gallery,  black 
smith  shop,  grist  mill,  saw  mill,  and  three  men  depicting  the 
city  fathers. 

Dingy  and  deteriorated,  the  work  was  scheduled  to  be 
discarded  during  remodeling  of  the  Hobart  Post  Office  in  1966. 
Post  Master  Emden  Rippee  saved  the  work  and  had  it  refurbished 
by  Victor  Sable.  It  can  still  be  seen  in  the  lobby  of  the  post 
office.  Copies  can  also  be  viewed  at  the  Hobart  Historical 
Museum.

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HISTORICAL  TIDBITS 

•  In  1889,  the  year  Hobart  incorporated 
as  a  town,  North  Dakota,  South 
Dakota,  Montana  and  Wyoming 
became  states,  Benjamin  Harrison 
was  inaugurated  as  the  23rd 
president  of  the  U.S.,  and  Adolph 
Hitler  was  born. 

•  One  hundred  years  ago,  Hobart  was 
electrified.  In  1898  the  town  built  a 
combined  electric  light  and  water 
plant  on  New  Street  to  provide 
electric  service  and  water.  The 
Hobart  Light  &  Water  Co.  was  a 
municipal  utility,  owned  by  the  town, 
until  1930  when  it  was  sold  to 
Northern  Indiana  Public  Service  Co. 

•  In  1921,  the  year  Hobart  became  a 
city,  Warren  G.  Harding  was 
inaugurated  as  29th  president  of  the 
United  States.  The  Unknown  Soldier 
was  interred  at  Arlington  National 
Cemetery.  The  first  radio  broadcast 
of  a  baseball  game  was  made  from 
the  Polo  Grounds  in  New  York.

EARLY  TOWN  SIDEWALKS 

On  February  12,  1889 

The  town  board  approved  construction  of  sidewalks  on  Center  Street 
from  Front  Street  to  the  NNYC  &  SLRR  tracks  -  and  on  Fourth  Street 
from  Main  Street  to  New  Street 

Sidewalks  were  to  be  not  less  than  four  feet  wide,  made  of  2  inch 
planks,  brick  or  other  material  in  a  manner  acceptable  to  the  board 

On  April  2.  1889 

More  sidewalks  were  approved  (and  ordered)  However,  standards 
were  changed  to  not  less  than  three  feet  wide  and  made  of  one  inch 
boards  laid  on  2  by  4  inch  stringers 
These  were  to  be  constructed  on  both  sides  of  Linda  Street  from  the 
Ft  Wayne  Railroad 

Board  members  also  directed  sidewalks  be  installed  on  the  respective 
(Main  Street)  frontages  of  properties  owned  by  James  Brown.  Fred  Rentz. 
D.L.  Jory,  Patrick  Sullivan.  J.G  Earle.  J  E.  Mander,  Anton  Beyer.  J  H 
Roper  and  F.C  Miller

THROUGH  THE  YEARS 

(Quiz  on  page  3) 

1 .  An  amusement  park  (located  on  the  site  of  today's 
Pavese  Park)  in  the  early  1900's  included  a  merry-go- 
round.  dance  hall,  candy  kitchen  and  a  roller  coaster 
which  was  announced  in  June,  1912  and  constructed 
in  time  for  the  July  4th  celebration  that  year. 

2.  Hobart  Motorcycle  Club  and  Track  was  located  on 
East  Cleveland  Avenue  with  both  auto  and  motorcycle 
races  held  in  1921. 

3.  See  answer  jo  #2  above. 

4.  A  half-mile  track  constructed  in  1894  with  horse 
racing  held  during  the  July  4th  celebration  that  year. 
Entrance  was  at  Third  Street,  near  what's  now  Ash/ 
Pennsylvania  Streets.  A  nearby  barn  (owned  by  Ben 
Stratton,  Sr.)  was  the  only  building  west  of  Lake 
George  at  that  time.  Simeon  Bullick  was  president  of 
the  7  member  Hobart  Trotting  Association,  organized 
in  1894. 

5.  Boat  races  were  regular  events  on  Lake  George  for 
many  years,  especially  during  the  July  4th 
celebrations. 

6.  In  1930,  Hobart  High  School  became  the  first  Indiana 
school  to  win  a  national  band  contest.  The  traveling 
national  trophy  was  eventually  presented  to  Hobart. 

7.  Many  cigar  factories  were  located  in  Hobart,  including 
Edward  Simon,  E.  Looker,  Fleming,  J  Fiester  and 
Herman  Schuknecht. 

8.  A  home-made  candy  shop  was  located  in  the 
basement  at  Third  and  Main  Streets 

9.  James  Guyer  opened  the  first  Hobart  brick  yard  in 
1872,  followed  in  the  area  by  Hinchcliff,  Owens, 
Kulage,  National  Fire  Proofing  and  Garden  City. 

10.  Hobart  Light  and  Water,  operated  by  the  town,  began 
in  1897  on  New  Street.  It  became  a  Fairbanks  Morse 
subsidiary.  In  1931 NIPSCO  assumed  operations  with 
Gary-Hobart  Water  Corp.  taking  over  the  water 
service  in  1952.  A  water  tower  built  in  1929  (in  Lake 
View  Park)  is  scheduled  to  be  demolished  by 
Northwest  Indiana  Water  Co.  (formerly  Gary-Hobart 
Water  Corp.).

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SOME  HOBART  FIRSTS 


•  The  first  school  in  Hobart  opened  in  1845  in  a  small 
frame  building  on  Center  Street. 

•  In  1886  Hobart's  high  school  was  reorganized  as  a 
graded  high  school  The  first  graduate  was  Carrie  Banks, 
the  one  graduate  in  1889 

•  Hobart  High  School  boys  played  their  first  football  game 
in  1904. 

•  The  School  Town  of  Hobart  was  organized  in  1913.  The 
first  Board  of  Education:  Joseph  E.  Mellon,  Dr.  R.C. 
Mackey,  and  Milton  W  Brown. 


FIRST  SCHOOL  -  Hobart's  first  school  house,  built 
in  1845,  was  located  on  Center  Street,  the  current 
site  of  the  Masonic  Temple.  It  was  built  of  oak  and 
contained  four  rooms.  Legend  has  it  that  an  oak  tree 
growing  on  the  lot  was  cut  providing  material  for 
the  entire  building.  The  1850  federal  census  showed 
a  Hobart  Township  population  of  240  people  from 
48  families  with  26  children  attending  school.

EARLY  LAKE  COMPLAINTS 

As  early  as  1892,  Hobart  citizens  campaigned  to  beautify 
Lake  George.  In  those  days,  the  problem  was  fluctuating 
water  levels  The  mill  owners  also  owned  the  lake  and 
the  dam  Lake  George's  primary  use  was  as  a  mill  pond, 
storing  water  to  drive  the  mill's  machinery.  When  water 
power  was  not  needed,  the  mill  owners  let  the  water 
drain  out  of  the  lake,  leaving  a  smelly,  swampy  pond 
Citizens  urged  the  Town  Board  to  compel  the  owners  of 
the  dam  to  keep  the  water  level  high  enough  to  maintain 
the  Lake  at  an  attractive  level.

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SOME  HOBART  FIRSTS 


CAL 


•  The  first  electric  street  lights  in 
Hobart  were  lit  in  1898  Before 
that,  Hobart  had  kerosene  street 
lights  maintained  by  a 
lamplighter. 

•  Hobart's  first  telephone  service 
was  introduced  by  the  Northwest 
Indiana  Telephone  Company  in 
1900.  Before  that,  the  town  had 
one  public  telephone  with 
connections  to  public  telephones 
in  a  few  other  cities. 

•  Hobart's  first  sewer  system  was 
installed  in  1913. 

•  Regular  street  car  service  on  the 
Gary  Hobart  &  Eastern  Traction 
Co.  began  regular  operation  in 
1914.  Street  cars  ran  from  Hobart 
to  Gary  for  25  years,  until  1939, 
when  they  were  replaced  by 
buses. 

•  Natural  gas  for  heating  was 
introduced  in  Hobart  in  1927  by 
the  Northern  Indiana  Public 
Service  Company. 

•  The  first  talking  picture  to  hit 
Hobart  was  shown  at  the  Strand 
m  August,  1929.  Warren  Baxter 
starred  in  "In  Old  Arizona" 

Elin  Christianson 


He  was  always  smiling  and  friendly.  He 
was  the  first  Democrat  to  win  a  Hobart 
mayoral  election.  He  liked  people,  was  a  good 
listener,  and  was  known  as  "Cal"  by  everyone. 

He  was  a  popular  mayor  even  though  he 
inherited  a  city  (1976)  with  a  building 
moratorium,  and  fought  with  state  and  federal 
agencies  throughout  his  admmistranon  to 
resolve  sewer  problems  which  led  to  that 
moratorium.  He  finally  was  successful,  and 
required  sewer  work  was  near  completion 
when  he  left  office  in  1987 

He  was  instrumental  in  construction  of 
the  new  Scout  Cabin  and  the  Revelli  Band 
Shell,  the  first  lakefront  improvement  (1987). 

He  had  long  worked  for  improvement  of  the 
area  and  lake  obtaining  the  mud  cat  which 
removed  silt  from  the  lake  bottom  from  the 
dam  to  Third  Street  in  the  early  1980's 

While  serving  as  Hobart  Township  Justice  of  the  Peace  (an  office  he  held  from  1956 
-  76),  he  co-chaired  the  committee  which  obtained  donations  to  install  the  flood  gate  in 
Lake  George  in  the  1960’s,  hoping  to  improve  the  water  quality. 

While  mayor,  he  succeeded  in  getting  county  funding  to  replace  the  Ridge  Road 
bridge  near  the  dam.  further  improving  the  area 

Cal  succumbed  to  cancer  on  March  21  this  year  He  will  be  missed  not  only  by  his 
wife,  Marcie;  daughter,  Peggy;  son.  Bob  (Sandra)  and  grandsons.  Matthew  and  Brandon, 
but  by  Hobart  where  he  spent  his  entire  life,  except  for  a  stmt  with  the  U  S.  Navy  during 
World  War  II.

A  Lake  George  Flood  Gate  Installation  Committee 
raised  S3. 500  in  1964  to  purchase  cement  With  help  from 
the  U  S  Army  1 13th  Engineers,  a  flood  gate  was  installed 
next  to  the  spillway  dam 

Work  started  on  September  12, 1964  with  completion 
expected  the  end  of  October  if  donations  came  in  by 
that  time 

Co-chaired  by  Calvin  Green  and  Paul  Sohn,  the 
committee  expected  the  flood  gate  to  help  eliminate  silt 
which  had  been  building  up  in  the  lake  bottom  since 
1928  when  the  old  dam  was  replaced 

The  committee  was  very  enthusiastic  at  the  prospect 
of  again  having  beach  facilities  available  in  Hobart. 

The  flood  gate  was  felt  to  be  an  important  step  in 
restoring  Lake  George  as  a  useful  resource.  This  flood 
gate  was  offered  at  far  below  the  1959  estimated  $40,000 
to  $50,000  cost  to  clean  the  lake. 

Other  members  of  the  committee  included  Hobart 
Mayor  Lilburn  Titus,  John  Gauder,  Judge  Anthony  Cefali, 
W.L.  (Tommy)  Thomas,  Jim  Bristol,  Richard  Black,  Vernon 
Traeger,  Leo  Lewis,  Ovin  Watson  and  Ted  Ferkinhoff 

The  project  began  in  the  spring  of  1964  when  Mayor 
Titus  and  Lake  Station  mayor  Leo  Meister  met  with  Lt. 
Col  Alfred  Torrenga,  commander  of  the  113th  Engineers, 
and  Major  Robert  Barnes  who  ultimately  was  in  charge 
of  the  flood  gate  project.

Hobart  had  the  first  gravel 
road  in  Lake  County  (1897). 

This  resulted  in  two  other 
firsts  for  the  town.  Trustee 
N.P.  Banks  was  responsible 
for  developing  the  first  free 
rural  mail  delivery  route  in 
the  west  along  this  1 1  mile 
road  running  from  Hobart 
to  the  shores  of  Lake  Michigan. 

That  was  so  successful,  before  long  the  plan  was  put  into  effect  in  nearly  every  Indiana  county. 

By  1904,  students  from  outlying  districts  were  transported  to  the  high  school  and  some  small  elementary 
districts.  There  were  five  horse-drawn  school  buses  by  1905  (shown  above),  another  first.

HOBART  FIRSTS 


Hobart's  oldest  business  is  Odell  Smith  Jewelers,  founded 
in  1886  by  Edward  Odell.  Mrs.  Odell  also  sold  homemade 
ice  cream,  a  popular  treat  for  19th  century  Hobart  citizens. 
In  1929  Odell's  son-in-law,  Jay  Smith,  joined  the  business, 
and  Odell  Jewelry  became  Odell  Smith  Jewelers 

The  Hobart  Gazette  is  Hobart's  second  oldest  business 
It  was  founded  in  August  1889  by  George  Nearpass  and 
G.  Bender.  By  December  of  that  year  the  paper  was  failing 
and  was  sold  to  A.J.  Smith  and  P.J.  Gristy,  teachers  at 
the  Hobart  High  School.  Smith  soon  bought  out  Gristy 
and  in  1892  formed  a  new  partnership  with  N.B.  White. 
That  partnership  endured  for  37  years.  This  year  the 
Gazette  celebrates  its  108th  anniversary.

•  Hobart's  first  cemetery  was  the  Banks  Cemetery,  now 
known  as  the  Old  Settlers  Cemetery,  on  South  Lake 
Park  Avenue.  It  was  in  existence  before  1837  when  the 
land  was  first  surveyed  by  the  U  S  Government. 

•  Hobart's  first  bank  was  the  Hobart  Bank,  established  in 
1884  by  Joseph  Gardner  of  Valparaiso.  Located  at  232 
Main  Street,  it  was  the  second  bank  in  Lake  County. 

•  Hobart's  first  Community  Christmas  took  place  in 
December  1915.  It  included  a  tree  in  front  of  Hobart 
House  (right  in  the  middle  of  Main  Street!);  a  parade 
from  the  school  to  the  tree;  community  singing 
Christmas  carols,  and  apples,  candy  and  popcorn 
distributed  by  Santa  to  the  children 

•  Hobart's  first  golf  course  was  Indian  Rrdge  which  opened 
in  1923  with  9  holes.

CLERK  TREASURERS  -  While  there  have  been  13 
persons  serve  as  Hobart's  mayor,  there  have  only  been 
7  city  clerk -treasurers.  Edith  Schroeder  was  the  first 
elected  to  the  post  after  Hobart  became  a  city  (in 
November  1921).  She  resigned  at  the  first  city  council 
meeting  (held  November  21, 1921  to  organize)  because 
Ordinance  #1  set  her  salary  at  S600.  That  was  the 
same  as  the  town  clerk  had  received.  She  felt 
additional  duties  called  for  additional  pay.  D.D.  Melvin 
(who  had  been  town  clerk)  continued  in  office  until 
February  1922  when  W.H.  McClarren  was  appointed 
by  the  mayor  and  council. 


EARLY  CHURCHES 

•  Hobart's  early  churches  reflect  the  ethnic  make-up  of  the  town's 
settlers  In  addition  to  English -speak mg  pioneers.  Hobart  was 
settled  by  Swedish  and  German  immigrants  Swedish  immigrants 
organized  Swedish  (Augusta)  Lutheran  and  Swedish  (Michigan 
Ave )  Methodist  Churches  German  families  congregated  as 
German  (Trinity)  Lutherans  and  German  Methodists  (who  merged 
with  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  in  1914)  Catholic  settlers 
were  Irish  and  German,  and  St.  Bridget's  languages  included 
English  and  German  as  well  as  Latin 

•  Hobart's  oldest  chinch  congregation,  still  in  its  original  building, 
is  the  First  Unitarian  Church.  The  congregation  m  1874  built  their 
church  at  Fifth  &  Main  in  1876.  In  those  days.  5th  and  Mam  was 
the  edge  of  town. 

•  Hobart's  oldest  church  is  the  Augustana  Lutheran  Church.  This 
Swedish  congregation  was  organized  in  1862  and  built  its  first 
church  at  the  corner  of  Lillian  and  Indiana  streets  in  1869  -  73. 
Augustana  Lutheran  Church  moved  to  its  present  location  at  Kelly 
and  Hickey  streets  in  1958.

HOBART  MAYORS 

Because  of  various  state  statutes,  not  all  terms  of  office 
for  Hobart  mayors  have  been  four  year  terms.  One 
change  was  to  make  local  elections  fall  on  a  different 
year  than  state  elections.  The  last  such  change  was  in 
1945  when  mayoral  terms  ending  in  1946  were 
extended  a  year  to  December  31,  1947.
